At the request of yourself and Dr. Decherd, I called upon Judge George E.
Christian, Assistant Attorney General, who has charge of the examination and
approval of c¢ity bonds, and asked his advice as to whether the school bonds to
be voted upon in Aystin on Juns 1llth would be approved by him under exlsting
corditions in the 3ity of Austin. He was fully informed as to the origiln,
progress and present status of the litigation involving city effairs, whioh has
been pending for several monthe.

Judge Christlan very kindly oonsidered the matter at this time, rather out
of the usual order in tre Attorney General's Departmnent, and told me that I could
say to you that he would not approve the bonds as long as the present litigation

is pending in the courts.

It follows that if the school bonds are voted they would not receive the
approval of the Attorney General until the pending litigation is gettled, nor
pending any other similar litigation, if there should be any.
